For Brown: An ethics agenda 


SSEMBLY SPEAKER Willie L. Brown Jr. 
announced earlier this month that he is 
making legislative ethics one of his top 
priorities for 1989, Ata Jan 4th news conference, the 
speaker said that the Legislature had lost some public 
respect in the wake of the recent FBI undercover in- 
vestigation into corruption in the state Capitol. 
Addressing ethical problems is one of the ‘areas 
where clearly you can judge me,’ Brown announced. 
We’re glad to hear that the speaker has decided to 
put ethics on the top of his legislative agenda (al- 
though it’s too bad it took a major FBI probe to con- 
vince him that the problem was serious enough to 


warrant his attention). But since Brown and his allies . 


have been among the most flagrant ethical scofflaws 
in recent years, we have to wonder just how serious 
he is about the task he has given himself. 

It won’t be hard to figure out. If Brown really 
wants to get the Legislature out from under its cloud 
of dubious practices and ethical questions, there’s 
no secret about where he will have to start: At home. 

Let us present, then, for the speaker, a few basic 
proposals that might serve as a minimum require- 
ment for any serious, credible effort at reforming 
legislative ethics: 

@ Stop allowing elected legislators to collect hefty 
fees as private attorneys from powerful corpora- 
tions and interest groups that do business in Califor- 
nia. Brown himself has earned hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in recent years from clients like 
Southern Pacific/Santa Fe, Olympia and York, 
Gerald Hines Interests and PG&E. He continues to 
refuse to make public the full list of his clients, and 
to reveal all their fees and the nature of the work he 
does for them, citing ‘“‘attorney-client privilege.’’ 
Brown allies like John Burton have equally disturb- 


ing client lists — Burton, for example, has been lob- 
bying for PG&E on critical local issues before San 
Francisco boards and commissions at the same time 
that he claimed to represent the city in Sacramento. 

The John Burtons and Willie Browns of the world 

need to decide whether they care more about their 
private law practices or their jobs as public servants. 
If they can’t come clean, they should give up their 
elected positions and stick to private practice. Andif 
not, the Legislature should be able to force them. 
@ Make the Brown Act apply to the state Legisla- 
ture. The Legislature decided in 1954 that local 
government agencies should be required to conduct 
the public’s business in public — but the Legislature 
conveniently exempted itself from the law. A real 
movement to reform legislative ethics would include 
strict rules against secrecy at all levels of state 
government, starting with the Legislature. 
@ Limit or abolish honoraria and speaking fees — 
or perhaps put a cap on all outside income for state 
legislators. Legislators like Brown routinely accept 
huge fees for speaking to special-interest groups, 
and most legislators have some form of private busi- 
ness on the side. Perhaps the job of state legislator, 
which is essentially a full-time occupation anyway, 
ought to carry a full-time salary. If so, then the 
speaker ought to take on the politically tough task of 
pushing for a sizable pay raise — in exchange for a 
strict limit on honoraria and a ban on outside in- 
come of any sort. 

Brown has told his constituents he wants to be 
judged on his efforts to reform legislative ethics. 
He’s given himself quite a challenge — and if he 
ducks the real issues again, as he has for his entire 
tenure as speaker, he will have nobody but himself 
to blame.

control of mainstream American journalism, 
and when the journalism schools and the 
universities are becoming less the watchdog and 
more the cheerleader for this media monopoly 
trend, it has been refreshing to have Ben Bagdikian 
close at hand at work at the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley Graduate School of Journalism. It 
is most fitting that he has been given a special 
award for a distinguished career in journalism by 
the Northern California chapter of the Society of 
Professional Journalists, representing the nation’s 
largest organization of media professionals. 
Bagdikian is the latest link in the chain of major 
press critics from Upton Sinclair, Lincoln Steffens, 
George Seldes, A.J. Liebling and Izzy Stone to 
Montana’s Nathan Blumberg and Stanford’s Bill 
Rivers. Yet, unlike them, he has been able to become 
the nation’s premiere press critic while working 
largely within the mainstream press as an experi- 
enced, knowledgeable professional journalist. 
He continuously poured out a daunting stream 
of books, articles, speeches and press comments, 
applying the Bagdikian imprimatur of hard-hitting 
reporting with perceptive analysis and social con- 
science on the major media issues of our generation. 
His was the careful consideration of the clear 
and present dangers to the press: the downside of 
objective reporting and its reliance on ‘‘established 
and official voices,’’ the impact of accelerating 
concentration of the media at the same time the 
U.S. ‘‘has developed a special need for openness 
and diversity of information,” the ‘“‘high cost 
of free lunches’’ effect of mass advertising on 
advertising-subsidized media. His writing made a 
big difference. Always, he used a tough, lean prose 


‘ N AN ERA when the Bagdikian 50 are taking 


style that was at once readable to the layperson and 
solid to the scholar, yet galvanizing to those of us 
working as frontline journalists. 

Incredibly, he was able to do some of his best 
critical work at Cal, while a professor and then 
dean and a key builder of one of the nation’s fore- 
most journalism schools for serious journalists. All 
the while, he faced the professional wrath of the 
Gannetts of the media world, who even went so far 
during his tenure as dean as to make a corporate 
decision at Gannett’s Washington headquarters to 
refuse to consider Cal graduates for internships or 
jobs, while at the same time pumping millions into 
journalism schools and programs more hospitable 
to the nation’s biggest media chain and its no- 
news-is-good-news and joint-operating-agree- 
ments-are-wonderful-and-God-help-those-who- 
say-otherwise journalistic philosophy. 

This outrage ought to have been front-page 
news in the press and worn publicly by Cal’s jour- 
nalism school as a badge of honor and displayed in 
96-point gorilla bold across the land, but this was 
not Ben’s quiet self-effacing way. He even took 
pains not to bring the media concentration, Gan- 
nett-nailing issues of his books and speeches into 
his classroom discussions, so as to not make trou- 
ble for Cal students looking for media jobs. 

His work should be mandatory reading for every 
student, every journalist and every citizen livingina 
one-newspaper or JOA newspaper city (such cities 
now constitute 98 percent of all American cities, as 
he documents in excruciating detail and impact). 

When Bagdikian and Washington Post Editor 
Ben Bradlee were closeted with Post attorneys on 
the question of whether to publish portions of the 
Pentagon Papers, the attorneys said the way to es- 
tablish the right to publish is to wait until the court 
decides whether the New York Times can publish. 
No, Bagdikian argued. The way to establish the 
right to publish is to publish. The Post published. 

Sometimes, the good guys win, as Bagdikian 
himself wrote to an independent paper that had 
won a JOA-inspired libel suit. Write on, Ben, 
Write on.

Drawn to Hastings by the promise of an in- 
novative and unique public-interest clinical pro- 
gram, Sandy Weiner enrolled as a student in the 
fall of 1984. Outraged by the fact that no such pro- 
gram existed and the appalling need for advocacy 
on behalf of the community’s indigent population, 
Ms. Weiner founded GAAP. GAAP specializes in 
General Assistance and food stamp advocacy, but 
is also very active in lobbying and legislation for 
welfare and community reform. This unique proj- 
ect is entirely run by Hastings students — 70 strong 
now and serving 300 clients per month while 
bursting out of its tiny Tenderloin office. Previous- 
ly, GAAP did not receive a dime from the Hastings 
administration for its $20,000/year budget, but 
this fall they have agreed to give us a whopping 
$200/year in printing services! 

Two months ago I approached Hastings to dis- 
cuss renting their vacant storefront office space at 
363 Golden Gate. Although larger than we needed, 
it was a necessity for us, and I figured that it could 
be a great PR breakthrough for the school. No go! 
They quoted us their ‘‘discounted’’ deal of ‘‘only’’ 
$2,000/month. When I pointed out that this price 
was at least $4,000 over our entire budget, they 
responded that they ‘‘had a fiduciary duty to the 
college to take in as much money from that prop- 
erty as possible.’’ My retort of ‘‘What about your 
fiduciary duty to the community?!’’ was not heard 
. .. and obviously has not been for a long, long 
time. The space still sits vacant. 

Incidentally, Sandy Weiner, Esq. started 
another project in the Tenderloin to advocate on 
behalf of and organize AFDC recipients. Last 
year’s director, Lisa Parsons, is running the Home- 
less Advocacy Project, which provides general 
legal services to SF’s homeless persons. Oddly 
enough (but certainly not surprising), both of these 
women received significant start-up funds from the 
Berkeley Law Foundation.

The secret stadium: San 
Francisco's refusal to release 
copies of three private devel- 
opers’ proposals for a new 
baseball stadium is illegal, 
according to one expert on the 
California Public Records Act 

On Friday, Jan. 13th, the 
San Francisco Examiner ran a 
story stating that no infor- 
mation on the proposals would 
be released to the public until 
one of the proposals was 
chosen three months from 
now. Mayor Art Agnos'’s 
decision not to release the 
proposals was backed up by 
an opinion from City Attorney 
Louise Renne. 

But what the Ex didn’t point 
out was that the law may well 
be on the side of disclosure. 
Terry Francke, legal counsel 
to the California Newspaper 
Publishers Association, told 
the Bay Guardian the pro- 
posals should be public. 
“There is no exemption in the 
California Public Records Act 
that would allow the proposals 
to remain secret,” he said. ‘‘If 
they were made public, how 
would that hurt the city?” 

Agnos's refusal to release 
the proposals for public review 
— backed by an opinion from 
Renne stating the action was 
legal — continues a pattern of 
closed-door government that 
Agnos has favored since 
taking office. If San Fran- 
ciseans have doubts about the 
hazards of closed-door 
negotiations on ballpark con- 
struction, they should simply 
take a look at the problems 
with Candlestick Park. That 
fiasco was negotiated in 
secret, and its flaws now fuel 
the drive to build a new 
stadium to keep the Giants in 
San Francisco.

THE CHAMBER 
GOES TO BAT 
FOR ITS 

BUDDY BILLY 


SUPERVISOR BILL Maher has in- 
creasingly become the Chamber of 
Commerce’s errand boy — carrying the 
ball for the downtown big-business lobby 
on critical issues like rent control and the 
homeporting of the USS Missouri. Now, it 
seems, Maher’s hard work is beginning to 
reap some returns. 

On Dec, 30th, outgoing Chamber 
Executive Director John Jacobs sent a 
letter on Chamber stationary to Chamber 
members promoting Maher’s new law 
firm, Maher & Bishop, which specializes in 
conflict mediation. The mailing also 
contained the firm’s prospectus. 

“It’s difficult for members of the Board 
of Supervisors to undertake supplemental 
income activities that do not create conflicts 
of interest,’’ Jacobs wrote. ‘‘We believe this 
new firm of Bill Maher’s will not create any 
conflicts in his legislative endeavours [sic] 
and we wish him the best of luck. 

“Perhaps your firm might find some use 
for his services in the future. Would you 
be kind enough to refer this to the appro- 
priate executive within your company.”’ 

Several longtime observers of San 
Francisco politics called the Chamber’s 
mailing on behalf of a public official’s 
private business ‘‘unprecedented.”’ 

Sandra Michioku, spokeswoman for the 
Fair Political Practices Commission, told 
the Bay Guardian that if such mailings are 
not a common practice for the Chamber, 
the mailing constitutes a gift to Maher. 
Maher would be required to disclose the 
gift, she said, if the value of the gift, pro- 
rated according to Maher’s partnership 
share in the firm, exceeds $50. Maher 
could be disqualified from voting on mat- 
ters affecting the Chamber if his pro-rated 
share of the gift exceeds $250, she said. 

If you factor in the size of the 
Chamber’s membership and the costs of 
postage, paper, printing and reasonable 
labor costs for preparing and posting the 
mailing, Jacob’s little favor to Maher 
could easily exceed both thresholds. 

Politicians must declare gifts for 1988 on 
a Statement of Economic Interest, the filing 
deadline for which is March Ist. We called 
Maher to ask the value of the mailing and 
whether he would disclose it as a gift, but 
Maher did not return repeated phone calls. 
John Jacobs also declined to return Bay 
Guardian telephone calls.

DAILIES, UNION 
QUIET ON 
(CHRON BUY-OUT 
REPORTS 


ALTHOUGH THE Bay Guardian and the 
Sacramento Bee have both published 
articles on the reported efforts by the 
Hearst Corporation to purchase the San 
Francisco Chronicle, both San Francisco 
dailies continue to ignore the story. 

Word of the reported deal — in which 
Hearst, owner of the San Francisco 


Examiner, was said to have offered $500 
million for the Chronicle — has reached 
Washington, D.C., where John Morton, 
one of the nation’s leading newspaper 
industry analysts, said he was well aware 
of the news. A Morton spokeswoman told 
the Bay Guardian the analyst had been 
looking into the reports, and had con- 
cluded that Hearst would face “‘serious 
antitrust problems”’ if it sought to buy out 
the Chron. 

The two papers are partners in a 1965 
joint operating agreement, under which 
they share markets, pool profits and let a 
single business agency handle all circu- 
lation, printing, advertising and 
distribution functions. 

Although Phelps Dewey, assistant to 
Chronicle Publisher Richard Thieriot, has 
insisted the reports have no basis in fact 
(see Bay Guardian, 1/4/88), neither 
Examiner Publisher Will Hearst III nor 
any other Hearst official has made any 
formal statement of denial. Sources at the 
Examiner say reports of the offer continue 
to circulate, and that no company 
spokesperson has made any serious effort to 
squelch them. 

Nevertheless, the local chapter of the 
Newspaper Guild, the Union representing 
Examiner and Chronicle reporters and 
editors, still has done nothing to protest 
the possibility of a sale, which could cost 
hundreds of jobs. 

When first contacted on Jan. 2nd, as 
rumors of the buy-out offer were flying 
around the city, Guild spokesman Doug 
Cuthbertson told the Bay Guardian he had 
heard nothing about the reports. 
Contacted again Jan. 16th, Cuthbertson 
said that he had become aware of the story, 
but that the Guild still had taken no concrete 
action. 

‘‘Some members at the Examiner and 
Chronicle pursued it, but they ran into 
dead ends,’’ he explained.

POLICE 
COMMISSION 
CAN REVIEW 
DISCIPLINE CASES 


THE SAN Francisco Police Commission 
can vote itself the authority to overrule the 
police chief on at least some disciplinary 
cases, Deputy City Attorney George Riley 
told the Bay Guardian Jan. 11th. 

Riley’s statement, made in the hallway 
outside the commission hearing room after 
a regular meeting, means the commission 
may be unable to duck the politically un- 
comfortable task of reviewing police brutal- 
ity cases and possibly disciplining officers 
when the chief has declined to do so. 

The issue of the commission’s authority 
over police discipline cases arose in 
December, when Police Chief Frank 
Jordan announced he would not take 
action against any officers involved in the 
Sept. 14th beating of United Farm 
Workers Vice President Dolores Huerta. 
The Office Of Citizen Complaints — the 
city agency charged with investigating 
police misconduct cases — had determined 
that at least one police officer used 
“unnecessary force’’ against Huerta and 
other demonstrators. 

When Jordan told the commission of 
his decision, Commissioner Jose Medina 
asked Riley whether the commission could

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conduct its own hearing on the case. Riley 
orally advised the commission that it could 
not conduct a hearing if the chief had 
already decided that no disciplinary action 
was warranted. The commission then asked 
for a formal, detailed city attorney’s 
opinion on the matter. That opinion is 
expected to be delivered to the commission 
Jan. 25th. 

However, in an impromptu interview 
after the Jan. 11th meeting, Riley 
acknowledged that the commission could 
adopt a policy that would allow it to hear 
automatically any disciplinary case in 
which the chief disagreed with the findings 
of the OCC, as happened in the Huerta 
case (see Bay Guardian, 12/21/88). 

The commission already has a standing 
policy, enacted by a unanimous vote in 
1988, to review automatically all cases in 
which members of the department fail to 
cooperate with an OCC investigation. 

American Civil Liberties Union attorney 
John Crew told the Bay Guardian that the 
commission already has the power to over- 
rule the chief in cases like the Huerta inci- 
dent. ‘‘The City Charter states that the 
Police Commission runs the department, 
not the other way around,”’ he said. ‘‘If 
they can ask for an entire category of cases, 
such as the non-cooperation cases, they can 
certainly ask for individual cases.”’ 

Police Commission President Louis 
Giraudo told the Bay Guardian that he 
could not comment on Riley’s recent state- 
ment, since he knew nothing about the 
matter. Chief Deputy City Attorney Buck 
Delventhal also told the Bay Guardian that 
he could not make any comment until he 
had a chance to review the situation. 

The answer to whether the commission can 
overrule the chief on disciplinary matters 
goes far beyond the Huerta case. A num- 
ber of politically explosive cases — in- 
cluding one in which complaints against 
senior police officers have been sustained 
by the OCC — are slated to come before 
the commission this spring.

LELAND YEE 
CHOOSES SIDES 
AT FIRST SCHOOL 
BOARD MEETING 


DESPITE REPEATED campaign promises 
to be an independent voice on the San 
Francisco school board, Leland Yee acted 
every bit like a loyal partisan at his 
inaugural meeting Jan. 10th. 

Yee’s first action as a board member — 
the nomination of Rosario Anaya for 
president — began a series of 4-3 vote 
tallies showing all too clearly that 
contentiousness is still the board’s 
dominant attribute. 

Libby Denebeim, the top vote-getter in 
last November’s election, ultimately was 
elected president of the board, receiving 
her own vote along with the votes of 
JoAnne Miller, Myra Kopf and newly 
installed member Fred Rodriguez. 

Anaya, whom Yee also nominated for 
vice president, received her own vote, 
Yee’s and outgoing board president 
Sodonia Wilson’s in both votes. Rodri- 
guez, who campaigned with Denebeim 
during the fall election, was elected vice 
president, by the same 4-3 margin. 

While the 4-3 vote split carries on a 
longstanding board tradition, the majority 


has shifted since the November election. 
Former board member Ben Tom, who was 
disqualified from the fall ballot, is gone, 
as is Rod McLeod, who was appointed in 
1987 by then-Mayor Dianne Feinstein but 
failed to win his seat back in November. 
Both men tended to vote with Wilson and 
Anaya, providing a majority vote that 
frustrated many of Superintendent of 
Schools Ramon Cortines’ efforts at 
reforming the troubled district 
administration. 

Kopf, Miller, Denebeim and Rodriguez 
represent a voting bloc that will be least as 
cohesive — if not more so — than the 
previous majority. 

Yee’s initial alliance with Wilson and 
Anaya on the the votes for board officers 
and a number of other agenda items dis- 
mayed some observers who had hoped for 
a less sharply divided board. 

Yee, however, defended his actions, 
saying his nomination of Anaya for both 
offices was an attempt to create a bridge 
between the two factions. “‘I was 
looking at how we could bring people 
together on the board, by having a mem- 
ber of both sides serving as officers,’’ he 
told the Bay Guardian. 

But he also noted there was another 
motivation for his alliance with Wilson 
and Anaya and that there was a message 
being sent to the majority. ‘There is an 
uneven split on the board,”’ he said. 


“‘There has to be respect for all sides.””

Food not Bombs: The next chapter 


THE SAN FRANCISCO Recreation and Park 
Commission has its chance Jan. 25th to bring some sanity 
to the Alice-in-Wonderlandlike deliberations surrounding 
the free food distribution program of Food Not Bombs. 

Food Not Bombs has been giving away meals in Golden 
Gate Park one day a week, much to the chagrin of the 
Cole Valley Improvement Association, which says the 
distribution attracts ‘‘undesirables’’ to the area. At the 
urging of CVIA folks, the police last summer harassed and 
arrested Food not Bombs members, saying they lacked a 
permit to give away food in a city park. 

Food Not Bombs applied for such a permit, and was 
turned down. The group reapplied, and was told no permit 
process existed for the activity it was engaged in. 

Since then, the Rec-Park staff has issued conflicting 
opinions on whether a permit is necessary to distribute free 
food in the park, or whether it is possible to get such a 
permit, and if it is possible, how one would go about it. 

On Jan. 25th, the commission will consider — and 
conceivably render an actual decision — on the matter. 
The public will be allowed to testify for and against the 
free food program, and members and allies of both CVIA 
and Food Not Bombs are sure to be on hand, so expect 
some heated debate. 6 pm, Hall of Flowers, Golden Gate 
Park, Ninth and Lincoln, SF.

Free food will be served by 
Food Not Bombs outside the meeting. 


Who’s the boss around here? 


JAN. 25TH IS also the day the San Francisco Police 
Commission is expected to receive a long-awaited opinion 
from the City Attorney’s Office discussing the 
commission’s ability to overrule the chief of police in 
disciplinary matters. 

The commission asked for the opinion after Police 
Chief Frank Jordan overruled the Office of Citizen 
Complaints — despite OCC’s more thorough investigation 
and its City Charter designation as the lead agency in such 
matters — and decided not to discipline any officer for the 
Sept. 14th beating ef United Farm Workers Vice President 
Dolores Huerta, 

The question is politically explosive: If the commission 
has the authority to overrule the chief, then it could face 
the unpleasant task of adjudicating numerous hotly 
contested incidents of alleged police brutality. But if the 
city attorney rules the commission lacks that authority, 
and the commissioners disagree with the chief on a major 
discipline case in the future, they will have to either fire the 
chief or admit they have no ability to hold him 
accountable for the actions of his officers. 

A number of observers have complained that the 
commission is dragging its feet on the issue in a calculated 
effort to let public interest in the Huerta incident wane. 


Others note that the city attorney’s opinion is just a shield 
to prevent the commission from having to decide on the 
matter. Even if the opinion rules that the commission has 
no authority to overrule the chief, an informal opinion 
given by the deputy city attorney advising the commission 
seems to indicate that with or without the opinion, the 
commission can overrule the chief now. (See story, page 
8). The commission always allows some time at its 
meetings for public comments, so interested citizens who 
want to demonstrate their continued interest in the Huerta 
case, the general problem of police brutality and the 
chief’s accountability can attend and speak. 5 pm, Hall of 
Justice, 850 Bryant, fifth floor, SF.

Varni’s first test 


BOB VARNI, THE newest member of the San Francisco 
Community College Board, faces an immediate test of his 
commitment to reform on Jan. 24th, when he joins the board 
for his first meeting — and quite possibly, his first fight. 

On the agenda is a new policy on public meeting notices 
— something the board has avoided addressing for 
months. In the past, the board has consistently met in 
secret without proper notice, in direct conflict with 
provisions of the Ralph M. Brown Open Meetings Act. 
The Bay Guardian has asked repeatedly that the board 
bring its notification policy into compliance with the law, 
and the board has repeatedly hedged or ducked the issue. 

Chancellor Hilary Hsu has drafted a new notification 
form, and board member John Riordan says he’!l bring 
the matter up again at the Jan. 24th meeting. 

Since Varni campaigned in part on a promise of more 
public access to board meetings and records, he’ll probably 
join Riordan in pushing for approval of a policy change — 
and if he sticks to his campaign promises, he’ll raise a 
powerful fuss if his colleagues try to duck once again. 

The Community College Board has been plagued for 
years by an inbred coziness that has blunted any real 
movement toward reform and reorganization at the 
troubled district. Varni, who who runs his own business 
and promised to bring his management experience to bear 
on the district’s ongoing and well-documented problems, 
may find himself making waves immediately, if only 
because, as one veteran board observer noted, ‘‘he can 
read and write.’’ The meeting starts at 7 pm, 33 Gough, 
SF. The swearing in ceremony and reception will begin at 5 
pm. Info.: 239-3092 (College Board).

WHO'S AFRAID 
OF BEN BAGDIKIAN 


The big media chains like Gannett have given the retiring 
Berkeley journalism dean the ultimate compliment — 
they've done their damnedest to shut him up

S A San Francisco jour- 

nalist, I’d heard about 

“‘Ben’’ long before I ever 

met him. There are other 

Bens, of course, but 
when local media types casually drop 
the first name Ben — as if everyone 
must know whom they’re talking 
about — it’s usually safe to assume 
they mean Ben Bagdikian. 

Bagdikian is the author of several 
books, a Pulitzer Prize-winning re- 
porter and one of the nation’s pre- 
eminent media critics. Some of the best 
reporters and editors in the country say 
he’s influenced, and often changed, the 
course of their professional lives. 

He’s also influenced — and to some 
degree, changed — the way the news 
media in the United States does busi- 
ness. In:thesfirst edition oferhaps his 
most important book, The Media 
Monopoly, Bagdikian described how 


just 50 corporations controlled more 
than half of the U.S. media outlets. 
That was in 1982. When he finished 
work on the second edition in 1986, 
that number had dropped to 29. 

He warned that ‘‘a shrinking number 
of large media corporations now regard 
monopoly, oligopoly and historic levels 
of profits as not only normal, but as 
their earned right. In the process, the 
usual democratic expectations for the 
media — diversity of ownership and 
ideas — have disappeared as the goal of 
official policy and, worse, as the daily 
experience of a generation of American 
readers and viewers.”’ 

Until last July, Bagdikian was dean 
of the University of California at 
Berkeley’s prestigious Graduate 
School of Journalism. Although 
Bagdikian says he dislikes administra- 
tion, the position seemed particularly 

zapt.. For a man of Bagdikian’s stature 
and achievements, the designation 
“dean of journalism’’ signifies much 


more than a university appointment. 

I first met Bagdikian in 1985, when 
I enrolled as a student at Berkeley’s 
“J-School.’’ In a profession where 
loud men with mighty egos attract the 
limelight, Bagdikian is surprisingly 
soft-spoken and mild-mannered. 
Physically, he is almost hobbitlike — at 
68, he is short, sturdy but trim, with 
gray hair and a nose that once drew 
praise from Jimmy Durante. 

In my two years at Berkeley, I only 
caught brief glimpses of the qualities 
that have made Bagdikian a hero to 
many journalists and media observers 
— and have earned him the contempt 
of some of the country’s biggest and 
most powerful news media moguls. 

So when Bagdikian was selected fora 
distinguished career award by the 
Society of Professional Journalists, 
Northern California Chapter (see 
story, page 9), J<accepted the assign- 
ment to interview him with pleasure — 
and a bit of trepidation. Pleasure be- 


cause the assignment gave me a chance 
to approach Bagdikian as a colleague, 
rather than a student, and to ask him 
about some of the issues that he had 
never directly addressed in the class- 
room. Trepidation because I was being 
called on to write about a noted media 
critic who was my former dean — and 
I’d never taken the profiles class. 

What emerged from the interview, 
and from several conversations with 
people who know Bagdikian well, is a 
picture of a man who cares very deeply 
about the lives of the underprivileged, 
a man who has an unusual talent for 
stepping back from complicated issues 
and perceiving the larger forces at 
work, a world-renowned media critic 
who, friends say, is most proud of his 
investigative reporting. 

Bagdikian recognizes his achieve- 
ments — but at the same time, he is 
humble almost to the point of self- 
deprecation. I wrote a piece last year 
about Project Censored, which se- 
lected The Media Monopoly as the top 
underreported story of the year. After 
the piece was published, Bagdikian 
wrote: ‘‘Nice story in the last issue. 
Lots of me in it, but it was well done 
anyway.”’ 

For me, however, the single most im- 
portant thing to emerge from the inter- 
view was an explanation for why I 
heard so little of Bagdikian’s hard-hit- 
ting media analysis in the Berkeley 
classroom. Bagdikian says he realized 
his outspoken criticism might hurt stu- 
dents looking for internships and jobs 
at newspapers owned by those chains. 
He made a conscious choice, ‘‘for the 
sake of the students,’’ to tone down the 
criticism while he was dean, he says. 

In fact, Bagdikian says Gannett, the 
nation’s largest media chain, openly 
blackballed UC at Berkeley students 
from its internship program because of 
his criticisms of the firm, which include 
an entire chapter of The Media Monop- 
oly devoted to Gannett and its destruc- 
tion of a Salem, Oregon newspaper. 

**Suzanne Donovan, who was my as- 
sistant then, called a corporate person 
for Gannett in Washington and discov- 
ered that Gannett assigns some of its 
editors to decide which journalism 
schools in every state they would look 
for,’’ Bagdikian told me. ‘‘And this 
corporate person said, ‘We would 
never use Berkeley because all that 
Bagdikian does is drum hate-Gannett 
stuff into students’ ears.’ ”’ 

That incident shows how effective 
Bagdikian has been at challenging some 
of journalism’s largest institutions. 

Bagdikian himself, in typical 
fashion, tends to downplay any in- 
fluence he might have had over the pro- 
fession. When asked if he thinks his 
work has made a difference, he an- 
swers, “‘I don’t know, I don’t really 
think so.” 

But then he goes on to say: ‘‘I con- 
tinue to be amazed at how many times 
reporters say they’ve been influenced 
by what I’ve written and tell me enough 
about what I’ve written so that I 
think they really did read it. And that 
amazes me. I don’t understand it, but 
I’m very pleased by it.’’ 

He also tells of how a story of his 
about a Wilmington, Delaware news- 
paper so embarrassed the owners, the 
DuPont family, that they sold the 
paper. ‘‘Fora while it was aremarkably 
good newspaper,”’ he says, ‘‘and then 
they sold it to Gannett.” 

It’s that kind of reporting — as well 
as those kind of comments — that has 
caused some of the nation’s media 
giants to see Bagdikian as a major ad- 
versary. But while other media critics 
have flung their arrows from outside 
the media establishment, Bagdikian 
has remained inside — as a reporter, an 
editor and the dean of a major jour- 
nalism school. He has made some con- 
cessions, and taken a few barbs for his 
efforts, but he has also been effective in

BAGDIKIAN ON 
U.S. MEDIA: 
KEEPING

IGNORANT 


Bay Guardian: During your career, 
you’ve served largely as a critic, and 
critics tend to be somewhat negative, but 
do you also have some hope for jour- 
nalism in terms of where the profession 
has come from and where it is headed? 
Ben Bagdikian: I think that there are 
two conflicting trends going on in 
journalism now. One trend is very 
good, and that is that journalists as a 
whole today are far more competent, 
better educated and better writers 
than they were a generation ago. But I 
think that the institutional inhibitions 
and conventions of news have kept the 
public unnecessarily ignorant of the 
social forces that produce our current 
political and economic scene. 

Private sector operations are 
depicted as legitimate and natural and 
largely immune from the kind of ex- 
amination and criticism which is 
habitual with the public sector. We 
have yet to see systematic reporting 
about the direct causes of the current 
gap between the rich and the poor, of 
which the homeless are only a visible tip 
of the iceberg. 

What we see mostly, when it comes, 
for example, to the homeless, is heart- 
rending stories of what it’s like to have 
to live in the streets, but almost nothing 
of where this phenomenon comes 
from. Some major sources of this phe- 
nomenon are quite clear. It does not 
take an economic wizard to find out. It 
comes out of such things as the fact that 
in the 1970s we were building 200,000 
subsidized units of low-income housing 
a year in this country. And that had 
been the magnitude for decades. In the 
1980s, we built 27,000 a year. 

There are other things, too. David 
Stockman admitted that supply-side ec- 
onomics was a phony front to shift 
money from the poor to the rich and 
that’s on the record. In all of the endless 
stories and economic columns and re- 
ports of the problems of the economy, 
we’ve seem to forgotten that it was a 
phony idea. 


Do you think journalists would 
tackle these issues more if editors were 
interested? Or is it that reporters don’t 
think in these kinds of terms? 

I think what happens is journalists 
happen to be in a profession where it’s 
extraordinarily easy to get socialized. If 
a journalist says to his or her editor, 
“‘Let’s let’s do an exploratory series on 
why working-class people in this city can 
no longer buy ahome and more and more 
people are living on the street, because 
there’s some evidence that the develop- 
ment of commercial and high-rise dwel- 
lings and the displacement of moderate 
and low-income units without substitu- 
tions has been a deliberate and regular 
policy,’’ now and then some mainstream 
paper does that. But mostly what hap- 
pens is that the editor says, ‘“Well, let’s do 
that sometime. But first, why don’t you 
doastory on some of the homeless people 
and where they come from’ 

Now the journalist has another in- 
teresting story to do, and journalists 
generally live by what all other profes- 
sionals live by, which is gratification 
from recognition of their work. And 
that means getting into the paper, and 
on the air, as prominently as possible 
and with one’s own identity.

some ways outsiders could never be. 


DVERSITY IS not new 
to Ben Bagdikian. He 
was born in Turkey in 
1920 to an Armenian 
family. When he was 
only two months old, the family fled the 
country, by a route so arduous that lit- 
tle Ben was almost abandoned when his 
parents thought he had frozen to death. 
His father promised that if the family 
survived, he would become a preacher 
— and when the family survived, he 
kept his pledge. So Bagdikian was 
raised in the home of a fire-and- 
brimstone Congregationalist minister. 

Although his family lived in the 
“right part’? of very WASP, very Re- 
publican town outside of Boston, Bag- 
dikian says he was always aware that his 
immigrant roots made him different. 
That background, he says, may have 
primed him for a journalism career. 

“‘The journalist has access to the in- 
siders, but is not an insider, and this 
sense of being ina scene but not entirely 
part of a scene means that maybe it 
wasn’t an accident that I got into jour- 
nalism,’’ he says. 

Whether by accident or not, 
Bagdikian began his career in 1941 asa 
reporter for the Morning Union in 
Springfield, Massachusetts. He left 
Springfield for a three-year stint as a 
navigator in the U.S. Air Corps during 
World War II. In 1947 he went to work 
for the the Journal and Evening Bul- 
letin in Providence, Rhode Island, and 
eventually became the Journal’s 
Washington correspondent. 

It was during the post-war years that 
Bagdikian began examining his chosen 
trade. “‘Two works gave me an initial 
critical view of my own profession,’’ he 
says. ‘‘One was a newsletter put out by 
George Seldes, Jn Fact, which caught 
the press in its politicized news and 
other sins. The other was a book I 
picked up in a second-hand bookstore, 
The Daily Newspaper in America, by 
Alfred McClung Lee.”’ 

In Providence, he worked for Sevellon 
Brown, who, he says, ‘‘knew what 
schnooks most of his fellow pub- 
lishers were.’’ In 1951, Brown asked 
Bagdikian to analyze the accuracy of 
three leading broadcast commentators 
and a newspaper columnist. That series 
won him the Peabody Award, broad- 
casting’s equivalent of the Pulitzer 
Prize, an honor he shared with Edward 
R. Murrow and Jimmy Durante. 

Ever since, Bagdikian says, ‘‘I have 
always done two things simultaneously 
— been a reporter and written criticism 
about the news media.”’ 

Bagdikian left the Journal in 1961 
and won a Guggenheim Fellowship. 
During the next eight years, his many 
projects included serving as a con- 
tributing editor for the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post and writing The Information 


_ Machines, a book about how new tech- 


nology would affect the news media. 
One of his regular Columbia Jour- 
nalism Review articles attracted the at- 


tention of Washington Post owner 
Katherine Graham when, Bagdikian 
says, he called that paper ‘‘the most ir- 
ritating paper I’d ever known because it 
was close to greatness but it wasn’t 
great.’’ In June 1969, Graham offered 
Bagdikian the position of assistant 
managing editor for national news and 
he joined the staff the following 
January. 

He later served as the paper’s om- 
budsman and left under strained condi- 
tions in 1972 when his columns began 
not appearing in the paper. The paper 
had expected him to examine the 
behavior of reporters, which he did, 
but he also turned his critical eye on 
management. There was also tension in 
the newsroom over his relationship 
with co-worker Betty Medsger, who 
would later become his second wife. 
That relationship violated a newsroom 
taboo that has since disappeared, even 
at the Post where Executive Editor Ben 
Bradlee has since married features 
writer Sally Quinn. 

In 1977, Bagdikian moved to Berkeley 
to write a book and was unexpectedly 
invited to join the the faculty later that 
year. He accepted the position of dean 
in 1985. 


ODAY, BAGDIKIAN is on 

sabbatical and writing a 

book he describes as “‘part- 

ly autobiographical and 

partly some observations 
after a lifetime in journalism on what I 
think post-war journalism has done to 
and for the American social order — to 
put it modestly.’’ He spends much of 
the time in the home at the foot of the 
Berkeley Hills he shares with his third 
wife, Marlene Griffith. 

During a recent interview there, he 
spoke freely about his views on jour- 
nalists and journalism institutions (see 
interview, page 11). He was full of in- 
sights and, sometimes, radical sugges- 
tions. He argued, for example, that 
U.S. newspapers should emulate some 
of the better newspapers of Europe and 
let the staff elect the top editors. 

His analysis of the media has earned 
Bagdikian a great deal of respect and 
attention. Donovan, who wasa student 
at Berkeley before becoming the assis- 
tant to the dean, says, ““The only reason 
I went to Berkeley was because I was so 
enamored of Ben Bagdikian’s work. 
No one thinks about what they’re do- 
ing in this profession and he does. He is 
a very, very thoughtful man.”’ 

But Bagdikian is much more than a 
media critic. As Bill Kong, the SPJ chap- 
ter president, put it, ‘‘Ben has had along 
and distinguished career in journalism in 
many capacities — and he is well- 
respected by his colleagues. He has been 
involved in so may facets of journalism 
and done well in each facet — editor, 
ombudsman, educator, reporter.”’ 

George Seldes, one of Bagdikian’s 
inspirations as a media critic, told mein 
a telephone interview from his home in 


Vermont that the former dean is ‘‘one . 


of the outstanding journalists in the 
United States — I’ve always felt that.’’ 

“The thing people miss about Ben,”’ 
says Medsger, who is now chair of the 
journalism department at San Fran- 


cisco State University, ‘‘is that he was 
an extremely good reporter, and that’s 
what he’s proudest of in his life. He was 
very good at getting information and a 
wonderful writer, and I think that 
shows through in his teaching.” 

In 1953, Bagdikian shared a Pulitzer 
Prize group award for local reporu.ng, 
and in the earlier 1960s, he spent the bet- 
ter part of a year living a life of poverty 
to write about poverty in the United 
States — an experience that included 
staying with migrant workers and crash- 
ing in flop houses. One of the results of 
that research was the book In the Midst 
of Plenty: The Poor in America. 

He was one of the first journalists to 
report on the American Nazi Party 
and, in 1972, he shocked the Washing- 
ton Post management by asking to step 
down as editor to report on prisons. As 
part of his research, he spent more than 
one week undercover in a maximum 
security prison. Neither the staff nor 
the inmates knew he was a reporter. 

Heis also the person who secured the 
Pentagon Papers from a still-undis- 
closed source for the Post almost im- 
mediately after excerpts appeared in 
the New York Times. The government 
sued the Times for its efforts and while 
Post reporters and editors poured over 
the documents, Bagdikian and Bradlee 
met with lawyers and management to 
discuss whether to run the story. The 
lawyers, the story goes, said the way to 
assert the right to publish was to await 
the outcome of the Times lawsuit. 
““No,”’ said Bagdikian, ‘‘the way to as- 
sert the right to publish is to publish.”’ 
His argument won out. d 

That kind of courageous, strong- 
willed reporting and editing is some- 
thing one might expect more from the 
brash, abrasive investigative reporters 
that attract public interest in this coun- 
try, rather than from someone as seem- 
ingly modest and quiet as Bagdikian. 
But Bagdikian disagrees. 

“One of the things that I think is a 
supreme pain in the ass in journalism is 
journalists who think acting tough is the 
same as tough-mindedness — that swag- 
gering and pounding on the table is the 
only way in which you can do strong 
things and penetrate reluctant sources. 

“There are some people who are very 
good at pounding the table. Sy Hersh is 
a great investigative reporter and all he 
does is pound the table. I think that 
comes natural with him, and if it comes 
natural, you doit. What happens is that 
the table pounders are noticeable and 
dramatic, and there is a certain public 
celebrity that comes with being a table 
pounder. I mean Sy Hersh is a lot more 
interesting to listen to than I am.”’ 

Actually, I have listened to both Ben 
Bagdikian and Seymour Hersh and I 
would rather listen to Bagdikian — he 
has a lot more interesting and perceptive 
things to say. Often, I wish he was more 
of a table pounder — I wonder about his 
decision not to speak about media cor- 
porations with students while he was 
dean, for example. But in his own quiet 
way, he has had a positive influence on 
journalism that few colleagues, if any, 
can match. And, as Bagdikian says, 
“One behaves the way one is. It’s too 
much energy to do otherwise.”’ a

The tenth annual Festival of the New Latin American Cinema 
provides insights into the changing nature of life in Cuba

CENE ONE: (Havana, Cuba, 

sometime during 1988), Our 

protagonist is a cabdriver and 

frustrated lover. We find him 

in a local store simply wanting 
to exchange one watch for another. 
The salesclerk wants to make this as 
difficult as possible. She puts him 
through various gyrations and ends up 
telling him he will have to go to a 
government agency to fill out forms 
and then come back. ‘‘No,”’ interjects 
aneighbor. ‘‘You can return his money 
and then he can buy the other.’’ Even- 
tually this does happen, but first the 
clerk puts him through a few more 
paces. Segue into... 

Scene Two: He’s a North American 
reporter in an Intur shopping arcade 
for tourists. He has a cold brought on 
by trade winds and late hours. He finds 
a bar and orders an orange juice. 
“‘No,’’ says the bartender, ‘‘I cannot 
give you plain orange juice. I can give 
you rum and orange juice.’ ‘‘OK, I’ll 
pay for the rum and just give me the 
orange juice.’’ He’s an easygoing fel- 
low, after all.

self or pour it in a flowerpot. It’s 
Havana, December 1988 and rules are 
rules. A passerby interjects: ‘“You can 
pour the rum in one glass and the 
orange juice in another.’’ This is even- 
tually what happens, but not until the 
bartender puts the reporter through a 
few more twists and turns. 

While Scene One is from the new 
Cuban movie Plaf, Scene Two is from 
real life. Plafis an ingenious comedy by 
Juan Carlos Tabio (director of House 
for Swap) that pokes fun at Cuba’s 
bureaucracy, inefficiencies and intense 
national character. But real life is often 
stranger than fiction, as students 
pointed out when the film was shown at 
the University of Havana recently. 
They protested that Plaf (an egg goes 
“<plaf!”? when it breaks and a lot of 
them do in this film) only skims the sur- 
face of Cuba’s problems. 

Many of the 1,397 foreign journal- 
ists, directors, film distributors, schol- 
ars and groupies of radical chic cover- 
ing the tenth annual Festival of the New 
Latin American Cinema, held in 
Havana on Dec. 2nd-18th, would 
agree. We certainly didn’t begin the 
17-day film fest with a negative at- 
titude. After all, we’re in Cuba, it’s ex- 
citing, the new year is about to dawn, 
and it’s the 30th anniversary of the rev- 
olution that marked the birth of the 
new Socialist man and woman. 

Most journalists and other film festi- 
val delegates attempt to see as many of 
the 55 full-length features, 49 short fic- 
tions, 81 documentaries, 17 cartoons, 
160 TV shows and 272 videos — repre- 
senting 23 countries — as possible. 


However, Cuba’s egalitarian policy of 
screening every film, video and TV pro- 
gram entered into competition caused 
this tenth anniversary festival to become 
an unwieldy maze. The fact that sched- 
ules sometimes aren’t available until 
the day is over complicates matters. 

Jurors also don’t get a chance to see 
all entries in their respective genres al- 
though they have private screenings all 
day, every day. In four categories there 
are no awards because nothing was 
deemed worthy. One of these — docu- 
mentaries — had two fine entries by San 

~Francisco’s Rick Tejada-Flores, but 
they were never screened for the judges 
because of time constraints. Neither 
were any other of the U.S. entries in 
this category, but I’m not proposing a 
conspiracy theory. The festival was just 
a bit more disorganized than usual. 

Even such simple statistics as how 
many films were screened were hard to 
come by. Information is gathered in 
Cuba by working 16-hour days, pack 
journalism and a tendency toward mas- 
ochism and pigheadedness. The data 
on TV programs and videos was gath- 
ered through the arduous efforts of 
Variety’s Paul Lenti. 

To get the stats he was 1) sent to 
various non-functioning phones; 2) told 
that he would have to go across town 
in person to see someone who was not 
likely to be in his office anyway; 3) 
next advised by the main festival office, 
the headquarters of the director, that 
the person who had the info could 

_ Not give it to the festival by phone, but 


~ could to Lenti. Now the stats are finally 


obtained easily, so to speak, by corner- 
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There are more shortages, longer lines 
and more of them, less variety, grimmer 
faces.- Just as economies are faltering 
elsewhere, Cuba’s is also reportedly in 
some trouble. Glasnost and perestroika 
aren’t approved by Cuba, but the 
“Rectification of Errors. ..and Nega- 
tive Tendencies’’ has been the in thing 
since 1987. 

This process consists of reintro- 
ducing spiritual rather than material in- 
centives in hopes of motivating selfless 
labor for the common good. Workers 
are being re-employed, retrained or 
retired. Some 4,000 workers and 1,500 
managers have been affected so far, a 
Communist Party member tells me. 

Noble as this approach might be, it 
doesn’t seem to be working. I’ve 
worked in Cuba several times before 
and it has always been difficult, but this 
year, as I watch people go about their 
appointed tasks, I find myself specu- 
lating wildly about their job descrip- 
tions. Non-productivity is also appar- 
ently ‘‘in’’ and so, I’m told, is 
absenteeism. 

The people seem to have stubbornly 
ground in their heels. They have always 
known about the life and material 
goods of the U.S. just 90 miles away, 
but they’ve begun reading about the 
changes in the U.S.S.R as well — that 
is, until Soviet magazines became sud- 
denly, mysteriously unavailable. Not 
banned, mind you. 

As one Cuban put it, ““No one here 
was that interested in these magazines 
before and we were always encouraged 
to read them. Then suddenly we were 
reading about glasnost and we thought 
we would be next. Everybody started 
lining up at the stands on the days that 
the magazines came out, but we can’t

ing fest director Pastor Vega (who had 
originally referred Lenti to the first per- 
son in this runaround) for a few 
minutes. 

We expend so much cooperative ef- 
fort in getting the bare bones of a story 
that we have little time or energy left for 
dealing with broader issues. Perhaps 
that is the point. Then again, perhaps it 
is merely symptomatic of life on the is- 
land. In search of divine intervention, 
one of the main characters in Plaf may 
have put it best: ‘‘The saints have their 
bureaucracy too, so you won’t get 
much help there either.’’ 

In the meantime, politics permeates 
everything. The country is preparing 


for the Gorbachev visit (the Armenian * 


earthquake will intervene) and there is 
unease about a possible change in 
Soviet/Cuban relations. Festival events 
are canceled for a day as Castro gives a 
speech that lasts until the rain starts fal- 
ling too swiftly to ignore. He takes a 
tough line with Gorbachev and demon- 
strates his military muscle, presumedly 
for the benefit of Bush. A soldier at- 
tempts to pick my bag.in the Plaza dela 
Revolution while all this is going on. 


OR THOSE of us who have 
visited the country before, 
changes are immediately evi- 
dent. Life is clearly. harder for 
Cubans than even a year ago. 


get them anymore except through some 
embassies.”’ 

People notice those sorts of things 
and apparently don’t like them. One 
can even catch an occasional reference 
to ‘‘el diablo Fidel,’’ something pre- 
viously unheard of, at least in the 
presence of outsiders. 

All of this is not to dismiss the harsh 
realities that have been Cuba’s lot. It’s 
a Third World country and one dedi- 
cated to providing jobs, housing, edu- 
cation and health care for all. There is 
also the ‘‘imperialist’’ — read U.S. — 
blockade that continues to cost dearly. 
Any commerce Cuba does interna- 
tionally — outside the Soviet bloc — re- 
quires dollars and with the blockade 
these, too, are in scant supply. 

Meanwhile I am picking up funny 
clues that there may be a thawing in 
U.S. and Cuban relations. I have cryp- 
tic professional conversations with 
Cubans that make me question my 
handle on the language. These people 
don’t seem to be expecting more sup- 
port from the Soviets, perhaps less, but 
they say they anticipate life will im- 
prove. They look at me piercingly as 
they say this, but don’t elaborate. They 
acknowledge the unrest, the constant 
talk about the cult of personality, that 
the youth and intellectuals are be-

but life will improve. 

As I write this, weeks after the festi- 
val, I stop to watch a 60 Minutes report 
on Cuba. It is so soft on the internal 
turmoil that no viewer could get evena 
glimmer of life in Cuba today. Dan 
Rather and Morley Safer can’t be that 
unobservant and U.S. mass media 
often winds up reflecting administra- 
tion policy. Could it be that the U.S. is 
about to soften its stand? We’ve always 
had a more hard-nosed attitude toward 
Cuba than even toward the Soviet 
Union. But Moscow and Washington 
are getting cozier.. . . 

After all, if Safer was in Cuba at the 
time of Castro’s speech, he was also 
there when a group of young Cubans 
began pushing and shoving to get into 
the screening of a festival film. The 
police were mighty fast with the tear gas 
and clubs, bruising delegates along 
with the youths. The events seemed an 
act of provocation for the benefit of the 
international audience and happened a 
second time. 

None of this was reported in the 
Cuban national press and Safer wasn’t 
seen around the festival. Still, didn’t 
everyone hear about the song “‘Ese 
Hombre Esta Loco’”’ (‘‘This Man is 
Crazy’’)? The lyrics speak of aman on 
the edge of madness; who chases but- 
terflies; who thinks the whole world is 
beneath him; who, while pursuing 
crazy dreams, leaves others to live in 
desperation. This song eventually be- 
comes a reference to Castro and was 
banned from local airwaves. 

During a local showing of a docu- 
mentary, the audience broke into the 
song when Castro appeared on the 
screen. The theater was cleared and 
closed for the day. Would it be too 
much to ask: Where was Morley? 


N ADDITION to the foreign rep- 
resentatives attending the festival, 
there are 5,000 Cuban “‘delegates.”” 
Some of us have assigned shadows, 
who probably account for a large 
number of the Cuban delegates. They 
formally introduce themselves as sent by 
the film institute to facilitate our work. 

Finding out specifically what this 
means does not follow a straight path. 
However, by process of elimination I 
finally determine that my ‘“‘helper’’ 
wants to remain firmly uninvolved in 
anything a journalist might do or need. 
He does repeatedly talk about going to 
the beach and renting taxis and he is 
generous in invitations for mojitos (a 
wonderful rum drink, but before 
breakfast?). Inviting me, as he sagely 
puts it, “If I can pay.’’ Of course he 
can’t and we both know this. Services 
in Cuba that can be paid for in either 
pesos or dollars automatically become 
a dollars-only transaction if a foreigner 
is present and it is illegal for a Cuban to 
have dollars. 

I know the festival always gives the 
country a much-needed shot of dollars, 
but he is a nuisance, interfering with my 
work as he does. So I thank him pro- 
fusely for all he hasn’t done and bid 
him a formal adios amigo. 

However, it isn’t so simple. Our 
shadows will show up wherever we are. 
The have the same persistency as the 


_ daily, unwavering menu. (Only the 


morning French toast exhibits culinary 
innovations, appearing as it does, in 
different shapes at lunch and dinner.) 
The shadows’ colleagues are also 
around. They are in the lobby when 
Canadian Tim Barnard, author of Ar- 
gentine Cinema, staggers in and tells 
friends his story of being mugged. Sud- 
denly he is surrounded by a huge group 
of security agents, or as Barnard put it, 
“The potted plants abruptly became 
people.” Then there is the whispering 
among delegates of agents that are ob- 
vious to spot. Security is certainly up 
this year, although the number of cele- 
brities attending has equally as certain- 


ly diminished. 

But back to the movies. We will see 
some good films and a lot of bad ones. 
Fernando Solanas’s Sur is in a class by 
itself as it powerfully tells the tale of an 
Argentine political prisoner returning 
to civilian life. It will take the top 
awards. 

La Boca del Lobo (translated of- 
ficially as The Wolf’s Den), directed by 
Francisco Lombardi of Peru, is contro- 
versial. Some call it reactionary, ex- 
cusing as it does the army’s violence 
against Peruvian guerrillas. Boys will 
be boys, it seems, and some of them 
bad boys, but the army is generally 
good. It’s also predictable in other 
ways, but there isn’t much filmmaking 
in Peru, nor much equipment or film 
labs and it gets points for being pro- 
duced at all against such odds. It takes 
second place. Plaf comes in third. 

From Colombia there is Tecnicas de 
Duelo (Dueling Tecnics), directed by 
Sergio Cabrera. It wins no prizes, but is 
a delightful and gentle comedy about 
two friends who decide to resolve a dis- 
agreement (we never learn what it’s 
about), and then spend their time pre- 
paring to die. They make out wills, get 
measured for coffins, go to church, 
give away possessions, etc. 

The festival includes a series of six 
movies co-scripted by Gabriel Garcia 
Marquez that spring from his novels, 
short stories or ideas. They are all co- 
productions with Television Espanola. 
Of these, three are marvelous: Fable of 
the Beautiful Pigeon-Fancier (Ruy 
Guerra, Brazil); Miracle in Rome 
(Lisandro Duque, Colombia); Letters 
from the Park (Tomas Gutierrez Alea, 
Cuba). 

We also view yet another film, in- 
dependent of the series, and a play that 
evolved from the works of Marquez. 
We do not, however, see more than a 
glimpse of the man whose work dom- 
inates the festival. We will see an un- 
counted number of rapes (not knowing 
this was to be a /eit motif 1 began keep- 
ing track too late for a definitive num- 
ber) and two acts of spontaneous com- 
bustion in these various films 
associated with the Nobel Laureate. 

Co-productions have been on the 
rise in recent years. They grew out of a 
shared problem of limited resources 
and can make the difference between a 
film getting on the big or little screen or 
not. Many of the deals are cut at the 
Havana film festival. This year there is 
a television series call Vision 
Latina. Each of the nine chapters is on 
the same theme and comes from a dif- 
ferent Latin American country, along 
with one from Denmark about a young 
Chilean girl living in exile. The package 
was put together at last year’s event. 

The festival also has an active mar- 
ketplace where films can be screened 
and distribution rights bought. About 
$2 million of business was done, up 
from last year even though the big three 
Latin America countries weren’t full 
participants. Argentine films didn’t ar- 
rive until the second week; Brazil’s rep 
was present but never around; Mexico 
didn’t make it at all because in the 
aftermath of its election the govern- 
ment film agency is being restructured. 
Nevertheless, Cuba’s festival is a 
money-maker for the cinematic world 
of our neighbors south of the border. 

It has also become their traditional 
meeting place and source of technical 
support. For example, discussions that 
took place over the years culminated in 
the opening of a film school near 
Havana two years ago. Funded and run 
internationally, it offers free tuition, 
room and board to students from Latin 
America, Asia and Africa. Also, final 
packaging for the Marquez series — 
known as Amores Dificiles — was done 
in Cuba as was titling and other post- 
production and duplication for 
Vision Latina. 

The Cubans have long been aware of 
the host of difficulties shared by Third

ANUARY JS traditionally the 
month to recover from holiday 
excess, when dieting and exercise 
become the rule of the day. 
Those of us who have put on 
some pounds and neglected our 
work-outs during the holiday binge 
start looking for ways to put our life 
back on track and feel healthy again. 

One way many people choose to es- 
tablish an exercise routine is to join a 
health club. The increased fitness- 
consciousness of the last few years has 
created a boom in the health club 
business year-round, and many new 
clubs have sprung up to take advantage 
of the demand. However, the populari- 
ty of health clubs in general, and 
strenuous workouts in particular, may 
be dropping off. 

A recent article in the Wall Street 
Journal, citing a survey by the National 
Sporting Goods Association and statis- 
tics from fitness industry sources, 
claims that the health-and-fitness craze 
is on a downswing around the country. 
The main reasons for this disaffection 
with exercise are boredom and lack of 
time, especially for those who are 
working parents. 

There is some evidence that interest 
may be shifting from simple exercise 
regimens to a more rounded approach 
to health, including nutrition, stress 
reduction and lifestyle changes. Many 
clubs in the Bay Area and around the 
country have added extra services to 
meet this demand. In addition to

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saunas and jacuzzis, many local clubs 
now offer massage for relaxation, and 
quite a few have nutrition counselors.

Nationally, 
some clubs are offering social extras, 
such as wine-tasting, cruises and 
cookouts. 

Another indication of this trend is 
the Claremont Hotel’s new ‘‘resort 
spa,’’ set to open Jan. 23rd. According 
to Henry Feldman, the Claremont’s 
vice president, the new spa will offer 
hotel guests and Bay Area residents the 
chance to experience the full-service 
spa treatment previously available only

The continuing popularity of health 
clubs here gives Bay Area residents a 
wide array to choose from, The clubs 
listed below offer a cornucopia of 
facilities and services in every con- 
ceivable combination, from pools, 
weight training, aerobics and racquet- 
ball to nutrition counseling, massage 
and more. Aerobics-only facilities are 
not included. 

Membership rates for the clubs also 
vary widely. While most of the clubs 
were willing to disclose their rates to us, 
some require that a potential customer 
either phone or make an appointment 
to discuss membership. Some clubs, 
though not all, do this as a sales tech- 
nique, believing that a call or visit will 
allow them to make a more extensive 
sales pitch. This can be to your advan- 
tage (some clubs allow you to bargain 
for better rates), but be wary of getting 
stuck paying for ‘‘extras.’’ 

Many clubs also offer discounts if 
you sign up for a longer period of time; 
where applicable, we’ve listed daily 
rates and the rates for weekly, monthly 
and yearly memberships. Most clubs 
allow you to visit before deciding to 
join, and some allow you to use the 
facilities once, for a fee. Remember to 
ask about waiting lists for member- 
ships when you call or visit.

World filmmakers like lack of film 
equipment, training opportunities and 
production labs. The conditions — in- 
cluding repressive political regimes — 
are so horrendous that making films at 
all is an admirable feat. 

Then there is the matter of the seven 
transnational movie companies, situ- 
ated in Hollywood, that own many of 
the world’s major distribution chan- 
nels and movie houses. This makes the 
odds of getting the films shown — even 
in their respective countries — even 
slimmer for many. You will probably 
never get a chance to see them. That is, 
of course, an economic issue, which is, 
of course, a political problem and 
brings us back to another current joke. 

The adult asks the routine ‘‘What do 
you want to be when you grow up?” 

The Cuban youngster replies, ‘“‘A 
foreigner, so I can have dollars to 
spend.”’ 

No doubt there are others — 
throughout Latin America — that feel

News is what appears as news. Every 
reporter learns on his or her paper, or 
his or her broadcast station, that the 
news policy is what appears. And if 
there are certain subject areas that 
never appear, that’s accepted as sort of 
the dictum of god handed down over 
what is news. 

One of the blankest areas, of course, 
is what happens on the corporate side 
of the news media. But that’s not the 
basic problem; the basic problem is 
blank areas on the sources of our econ- 
omy, our social order. 

There are entire categories of subject 
matter that the standard news media 
simply do not pursue. And there are 
other categories which are pursued 
diligently — flaws in the public sector, 
troubles in City Hall, troubles in public 
agencies — so that has the long-term 
effect of vaguely discrediting anything in 
the public sector. So along come the 
free-market types who say nothing 
works except money profit. And that’s 
where we are today with the Reagan ad- 
ministration as the climax of decades of 
conditioning by standard American 
journalism. 


What are the solutions? Do you es- 
tablish the Center for Reporting on 
Issues that Aren’t Covered? 

No, no. Most staffs in most places 
have reporters who can do that work. 
And they do it in complex and difficult 
circumstances on other subjects. The 
problem of turning American report- 
ing away from certain subject areas 
does not exist at the staff level. It exists 
at the linkage between the top editors 
and the owners. 

And there’s one of the ironies of cur- 
rent journalism in this country. Ethical 
standards of news are so high now that 
very few editors will say what used to be 
commonplace when J started reporting 
in 1941: ‘‘We won’t cover this area 
because the boss doesn’t like that.’’ To- 
day, if an editor says that and it gets 
out, it’s embarrassing. So the editor has 
his lunch with the publisher and the 
publisher blows up at some kind of 
story, and he doesn’t tell that to the 
staff. He uses a professionally accep- 
table reason for not doing it, which 
makes it much more subtle. 

When I said this in the last book I 
wrote, the response of some of my fel- 
low professionals was, ‘‘You’re quite 
wrong. Nobody has every told me what 
to write.’ And my usual response is, 
“You don’t really mean that, because 
most reporters are told every day what 
to write about. But perhaps you mean 
nobody has ever told you to write a lie 
— and that I think is true.’’

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BALI'S HEART 


The village of Ubud is Bali's thriving 
artistic and cultural center

ADED TRAVELERS LOVE to 

bemoan the loss of places like 

Ubud. ‘‘Ten years ago... ’’ they 

say, wistfully shaking their heads. 

Ten years ago the Monkey Forest 

Road was a dirt path through the 
ricefields; now it is a paved road lined 
with inns and restaurants. Ten years 
ago, the artists here painted to honor 
their gods; now they trade their tradi- 
tion for money. 

This tale of paradise lost is a favorite 
among the “‘I was here first’’ set, but 
the ‘‘real Ubud’’ is far from gone. 
Ubud’s 8,000 residents seldom waste 
time telling visitors about what they

have missed. They’re too busy sharing 
the living culture and tradition of their 
island with those who come to learn 
about it. 

Bali is the most visited, and most 
celebrated, of the 13,677 islands that 
make up the Indonesian archipelago. 
Its international reputation as a 
“tropical paradise’ took hold in the 
16th century, when the entire crew of 
the first Dutch ship to arrive here 
jumped ship. It took the captain two 
years to get his men back on the boat. 

Today, with an international air- 
port and a new direct flight from Los 
Angeles, Bali is much easier to get to 
but equally difficult to leave. Many of 
those who come looking for a quick 
shot of paradise stay, and return, 
because of Bali’s distinctive and com- 
pelling culture. 

Tourism in Bali has doubled each 


year since 1970, and many visitors are 
lured here by promises of a tropical 
paradise with all the trimmings: 
powder-white sand, crystal-clear 
water, swaying palms, friendly natives. 
Those who come here with Fantasy 
Island on their minds can get what 
they’re after without ever leaving the 
beach, but they haven’t been to Bali. 

The Balinese shun the sea as the lair 
of dangerous creatures and evil spirits. 
Their entire society looks upward 
toward the mountains, home of bene- 
volent gods and ancestral spirits. Most 
of the Balinese make their own homes 
in the middle world, between the vol- 
canoes and the sea, and before the 
tourist era only a few lonely fishermen 
lived on the coast. 

Now there are several popular beach- 
front resort areas — Kuta, Sanur, Candi 
Dasa, Lovina — but they are artificial 
communities, constructed specifically 
for Western tourists with their strange 
habit of flattening themselves on the 
sand for days on end. It’s worth spend- 
ing a few days on the beach in Bali just 
to get it out of your system, but once 
you’ve got your base tan the only thing 
to do is head for the hills. 

Once you turn your back on the evil, 
teeming sea, you’ll probably find your- 
self in Ubud. Traditionally a village of 
painters and rice farmers, Ubud first at- 
tracted the world’s attention in the 
1930s, when several foreign artists set- 
tled here and wrote home about their 
discoveries. Ubud lies at the center of a 
cluster of artists’ villages, where wood- 
carvers, stonecarvers, silversmiths, 
basket weavers, puppet makers, dan- 
cers and musicians practice their crafts. 

The last ten years have in fact 
brought a huge increase in tourism to 
Ubud. In 1978, there were 24 places to 
stay here. Now there are 160, and every 
other farmer seems to be building a 
bungalow in his back yard. But unlike 
many places that are suddenly ‘“‘dis- 
covered’’ by tourists, Ubud has not 
relinquished its tradition in pursuit of 
foreign money. A real effort is being 
made here to share Balinese culture 
with visitors without losing it to them 
entirely. This commitment to educa- 
tion and preservation has turned many 
of Ubud’s citizens into unofficial 
teachers, and one of the first things 
they try to teach their guests is respect 
for the island and its inhabitants. 

If you are in Ubud during a cremation 
— an event that, according to Balinese 
religion, is a joyous and gaudy cele- 
bration of the soul’s release from the 
body — you will probably receive 
several invitations to attend. You will 
also be reminded several times to dress

appropriately: a sarong and temple 
sash, not thongs and cutoffs. 

The cremation is one of Bali’s flashi- 
est and most famous ceremonies, but 
ritual on asmaller scale permeates daily 
life. There are simple open-air temples 
in every home and rice field, in town 
squares and deserted caves. The streets 
are strewn with small baskets of 
flowers, rice and incense, which are 
placed outside every home and business 
to thank the good spirits and appease 
the evil. 

Bali is a continuous celebration, and 
Ubud is an excellent place to witness 
some of the island’s lesser-known 
events. One Saturday morning as | 
walked through the streets, I noticed 
that almost everyone was washing cars 
and motorcycles. Later in the day the 
gleaming vehicles were-festooned with 
offerings of rice and flowers, the tradi- 
tional diet of the Balinese gods. 

When I asked what had inspired this 
mass car wash, I was told that it was 
part of the festival of Tumpek Landep, 
or ‘‘Sharp Metal Saturday.”’ Tumpek 
Landep honors the gods of metal, and 
was originally a celebration of knives, 
swords and spears. As the uses of metal 
evolved, so did the festival, and the 
Balinese now use the day to ask the 
gods to prevent motorcycle accidents 
and engine trouble. Events like the 
Tumpek Landep car wash offer reas- 
surance that Balinese tradition will 
adapt to rather than crumble under 
Western influence. 

Allthe same, Ubud is not the place to 
go if you’re looking for genuine 
cultural isolation. By making their 
tradition accessible to outsiders, 
Ubud’s residents have in some cases 
diluted it. Some vendors sell mass- 
produced imitations of traditional 
woodcarvings, and several dance com- 
panies stage abbreviated performances 
geared to the short attention span of 
tourists. Almost everyone speaks some 
English, and there is more than one 
place in town to get a pretty authentic 
hamburger. One restaurant has a par- 
ticularly international mix on its 
“‘specials’’ board: Vegetable Samosas, 
Spinach Fettucine, Power Lunch. 
Another establishment advertises 
“Primitive Art and Rent-a-Car.’” 

But after you’ve polished off your 
burger, an easy afternoon’s walk will 
carry you through regions where the 
land of the power lunch feels like 
another universe. Go through the 
Monkey Forest, a sacred grove where a 
band of overfed monkeys will turn up 
their noses at the sight of yet another 
peanut-bearing tourist, and enter a net- 
work of tiny dirt roads leading through 
the ricefields, past villages of woodcar- 
vers, basket weavers and silversmiths. 
Narrow paths lead down to a river sur- 
rounded by palms and ferns, with ter- 
raced ricefields carved into the steep 
banks. The sculpted green hillsides, 
gleaming with irrigation channels and 
tiny waterfalls, make amber waves of 
grain look pretty drab. 

There are, however, some hazards to 
watch out for along these back roads. 
The Balinese dog, for example, is the 
ugliest, surliest, most clearly rabid 
member of the canine family. When 
one of these beasts spots a tourist, it in- 
stantly alerts all its cohorts, who come 
barreling from all sides to join in the at- 
tack. The best defense is a big stick and 
a tetanus shot. 

You will not, however, need to carry 
a map. No matter how lost you get 
among the ricefields, you can always 
find someone who will point you 
toward home. And every time you 
leave Ubud there seems to be anew way 
back, leaving the mapless wanderer 
with the feeling that, in Bali, all roads 
lead to Ubud. |

The new Rose Garden restaurant offers delicious Vietnamese fare

OSE GARDEN, a new 

Vietnamese restaurant, is 

the latest addition to the 

Haight-Fillmore restau- 

rant row. It took a while 
for this area to come around to the 
culinary expectations of the neigh- 
borhood, but at last there is good ethnic 
cuisine offered at reasonable, and in 
some cases cheap, prices. 

Vietnamese fare is lighter than 
Chinese, traditionally not as hot as 
Thai or Cambodian and slightly more 
complex than Japanese food. French 
influences on this cuisine are evident 
just by the occasional use of butter. The 
flavors are clean and the food leaves 
one feeling lean and healthy. 

Rose Garden is a little place, 
soothing and comfortable. Blond 
wood, mirrors and plants make up 
most of the decorations. The large 
menu is divided into the usual poultry, 
beef, pork, seafood and vegetarian 
dishes, and soup and noodles. 
“‘Specials’’ are regular items from the 
menu offered at a lower price. 

Vietnamese appetizers usually con- 
sist of cold salads and various ‘‘rolls.’’ 
Imperial rolls ($3.25) are always a good 
test of the kitchen’s abilities. These 
crispy, delicate rolls, made from rice 
paper stuffed with minced vegetables, 
pork, shrimp and cellophane noodles, 
are fried and served on a bed of lettuce, 
noodles and freshly cut decorative 
vegetables. Served with a slightly spicy 
dipping sauce, the rolls are perfectly 
greaseless and light. 

A good contrast in texture and flavor 
can be found in shrimp and pork spring 
rolls ($3.25). Cooked rice noodle sheets 
wrapped around slices of lean pork, 
butterflied prawns, noodles, mint and

basil leaves are served cold with a thick, 
sweet-spicy dipping sauce. Bright 
flavors and tender filling ingredients 
make this appetizer irresistible. 

Stuffed Angel Wings ($4.25) are not 
listed on the menu, but these delicious 
tidbits are offered daily. Chicken wings 
stuffed with cellophane noodles, 
ground pork and spices and deep fried 
are juicy and satisfying. This is an 
elaborate preparation for such a low 
price. 

The most incredible deal at Rose 
Garden is the roast crab. Three dif- 
ferent crabs are offered on the menu: 
salted and peppered, sweet and sour or 
curry. A whole roasted, cracked crab is 
listed at $14.95 on the menu, but is oc- 
casionally offered as a special for 
$11.95. 

We tried the salted and peppered 
crab one night and the sweet and sour 
on the next visit. Personally, I prefer 
seafood prepared as simply as possible 
— the delicate flavor of crab is easily 
overpowered by strong sauces and 
spices. The salted and peppered crab 
proved to be the perfect balance of 
flavor. Coarse salt, pepper and garlic 
and generous amounts of butter make 
this succulent crab a work of art. 

Sweet and sour crab, oversauced 
with a Chinese-style thick sauce, was 
uncharacteristically heavy-handed. 
Large chunks of green pepper and 
yellow onion seemed to overpower the 
crab. But it was still a fairly interesting 
entree and a true bargain. 

Beef fondue in broiled vinegar 
($7.50) is a traditional Vietnamese dish. 
Paper-thin slices of raw beef elegantly 
laid out on a plate are served with a pot 
of simmering vinegar. The diners cook 
the meat in the vinegar for ten seconds 
or so and then wrap it, along with bean 
sprouts, onions, lettuce, cilantro and 


mint leaves, in a steamed rice paper. 
This clever package is then dipped into 
a slightly sweet sauce — a winning dish 
all around. 

Curried mixed vegetables ($4.25), a 
bland mixture of slightly overcooked 
vegetables in an uninspired sauce, left 
us cold. Most Vietnamese vegetable 
dishes are crisp and fresh, but this one 
stayed on the stove too long. 

Five-spice barbecue chicken ($4.50) 
is always one of my favorite dishes to 
have in a Vietnamese restaurant. Dark 
meat instead of white is always used for 
this dish. The hacked pieces of chicken 
are cooked with the bone in, which 
makes for juicy, delicious meat. Subtle 
five-spice powder rubbed on the skin of 
the chicken imparts a slightly spicy- 
sweet aromatic flavor down to the 
bone. Eat this treat with your hands 
and dip each piece into the pleasing 
sauce. Appetizing on its own, steamed 
rice is a must with most of these dishes. 

Rose Garden has a small, moderately 
priced wine list. We managed to spot a 
1985 merlot for all of $11. One night 
three of us feasted until we were com- 
pletely stuffed and had two bottles of 
this wonderful wine, and the bill was 
still under $60. 

The service in this charming little 
restaurant is efficient and polite. Rose 
Garden Restaurant, with its friendly, 
unobtrusive atmosphere, decidedly 
good food and great prices, can be your 
next choice for a casual place to have 
dinner or lunch. Check out the 
neighborhood if you haven’t lately — 
you might be surprised. a

Burning Secret 
Hmmm.,Not only are there 
several secrets in Andrew 
Birkin’s all-the-same-pace 
movie, not one could be des- 
cribed as burning. It's 1919

But when a 
movie begins slowly, continues 
slowly and ends slowly, there's 
no chance for any potential 
flames to start burning, secret- 
ly or otherwise.

SUPERBOWL SAHM 


HEN DOUG Sahm says “‘I’ll tell ya what, we’re gonna be back,”’ you can’t be sure 
whether he’s talking about his latest musical projects, his passion for sports or his possible relocation to 
the Bay Area. The former Sir Douglas of ‘‘She’s About a Mover’ and ‘‘Mendocino”’ fame comes to town 
this weekend for two nights at Slim’s with the Antone’s Texas R&B Revue, featuring Angela Strehli, Mel 
Brown, Denny Freeman, the West Side Horns and Flaco Jimenez. Sahm has a brand new album, Jukebox 
Music, on the Austin-based Antone’s label, but in a phone call from Los Angeles the San Antonio native 
can’t help but talk baseball and football. “I think we’re gonna do it this year,”’ he predicts, ‘‘the A’s are 
just happening. There’s so much happening up there. And Joe Montana’s lookin’ so good. Ain’t that 
weird, we’re gonna be playing there that weekend of the Super Bowl? Is there any big parties or anything 
planned? I’d love to do one of those.”’ 

The attraction of Bay Area sports, nostalgia for the hippie days when he lived here (1966-71) and 
unsettling socio-economic shifts in Texas turn the 47-year-old musician’s thoughts to moving. ‘‘I’m really 
thinkin’ seriously of comin’ back to the Bay,’’ he says. ‘‘It’s gettin’ too much for me to fight, what with 
Boz’s new club, the A’s and [Slim’s promoter] Harry Duncan gettin’ baseball tickets, the timin’ just 
couldn’t be better. I just love that Alameda County stadium, you don’t see all these little perfect Dodger 
fans with jackets that don’t even have a wrinkle in ’em. I’m gonna put some brain power into it when I get 
up there. I still got that old radical Berkeley in me, I’m a flower kid. Texas is pretty bad right now, music’s 
good but the damn economy is gettin’ weird. It’s pretty right-wing. The club scene’s doin’ pretty good and 
Antone’s is doin’ great but it’s nothing like a radical Berkeley trip anymore, that’s history down there.” 

In the immediate future, however, Sahm will be concentrating on touring behind his new record, a 
rousing Texas-Louisiana R&B disc solicited by club and record label owner Clifford Antone. Although 
he’s recorded more than 40 albums, including an obscure 1987 collaboration with guitarist Amos Garrett 
and pianist Gene Taylor (The Return of the Formerly Brothers), Sahm’s latest will be the first U.S. release 
most fans have seen since 1983’s Quintessence ‘‘Unless they were hard-core Doug Sahm freaks and bought 
the imports, they didn’t know my music existed,”’ explains Sahm, who made himself more remote to 
American audiences by living in Europe and Canada for much of the ’80s before moving to Austin. ‘I’m 
ready, I think we’re gonna do it this year,”” he says enthusiastically. “I think the Dodgers are gonna be a 
flash in the pan.”’ — Derk Richardson 














































ONCE THE most popular genre in the history of cinema, 
the Western is currently suffering a low point in popularity. 
The public is just plain burned-out on the overused stories 
of gunfighters, settlers and frontier romances. But like any 
genre, some films are Hollywood filler/star vehicles, 
quickly forgotten, and others are ‘‘classics”’ that give a 
thrill even decades later. 

If any director deserves the title of ‘‘classic,’’ it’s master 
craftsman John Ford, who gained his stature by taking his 
stories outdoors (to Monument Valley), and made a star 
out of John Wayne in the process. In She Wore a Yellow 
Ribbon, Wayne plays a retiring cavalry captain who, at the 
last minute, can’t help but go on just one more ‘‘Indian 
pacification’’ campaign. Wayne’s character is the type of 
military commander who’s tough on his men, but only 
because he loves them dearly (the scene where his men 
present him with an engraved watch would make Ronald 
Reagan cry). The Indians are, of course, ‘‘primitive,’’ and, 
less here than in earlier works, bordering on the “‘savage.”’ 
Despite this inherent racism, Ford’s heroes are deeply in 
touch with the land, and the stories are majestic slices of 
our book-learned history. 

Where Ford is the acme of the ‘‘classic’’ Western, the 
genre is not without its quirks. One of these is Sam Fuller’s 
Forty Guns, argued by critics (including Godard) to be this 
powerful ‘‘B’’ director’s best film. One listen to the title 
song, ““The Woman with the Whip,”’ sung by a group of 
dirty cowboys in an outdoor bathhouse, is enough to con- 
vince you that this is no ordinary yarn. The plot involves 
three lawmen who roll into town and are immediately in 
conflict with Barbara Stanwyck, the “woman with the 
whip’’ who runs the town, and her ‘*40 guns’’ who ride 
behind her. 

She Wore a Yellow Ribbon plays Wed/25 at 7 pm, and 
Forty Guns follows at 9:10 pm, kicking off a three-month 
overview of Western films at the Pacific Film Archive, 2625 
Durant, Berk. 642-1412. — Kurt Wolff

UNEVEN SCORES 


Some movies sound better than they look

PINNING SOME of the movie 

soundtracks released for the 

Christmas season (when people 

will buy anything) reveals 

something for every taste, some 
for those with no taste and a few movies 
that sound better than they look. 

At once the most interesting and 
frustrating is the belated album from 
1987’s Angel Heart (Antilles), in which 
terrific jazz and blues are sometimes in- 
terrupted by mediocre dialogue. In- 
cidental music and effects, such as the 
heartbeat near the end, create more 
tension on record than they did on 
screen. There’s original material by 
Trevor Jones (currently represented by 
Mississippi Burning), but the most 
haunting theme is the standard “‘Girl of 
My Dreams’’ as played by Glen Gray & 
His Casa Loma Orchestra, with endless 
moody variations by saxophonist 
Courtney Pine. A LaVern Baker song 
(which fades out before the end) is, for 
achange, on the LP and cassette but not 
the CD version. 

Tapeheads (Island) offers a bright 
updating of the Memphis Sound on 
several numbers performed by 
“Swanky Modes,’ revealed by very 
fine print on the jacket to be Sam (and 
Dave) Moore and Jr. Walker. There 
are also such novelties as Devo singing 
in Swedish, a chicken commercial by 
King Cotton (the comic highlights of 
the dismal, juvenile film, but they hold 
up surprisingly well without visual aids) 


and Bo Diddley doing a Hawaiian 
yodel. Somehow they all manage to 
complement the smooth soul of 
Swanky Modes for a listenable album. 
The Courier (Virgin) is a glorious 
collection of Irish rock from a thriller 
that’s played at some festivals (in- 
cluding Mill Valley) but is still strug- 
gling to get released in the U.S. U2 and 
Hothouse Flowers each contribute a 
track, as do five lesser-known acts. 
Declan MacManus (Elvis Costello) 
wrote the incidental music and plays on 
some of the eight instrumental cuts. 
Good stuff, in or out of context. 
Buster (Atlantic) is the latest in the 
Big Chill/Stand by Me vein of oldie 
compilations, but six ’60s classics are 
only half the story. There are three new 
tracks by Phil Collins, two of which 
have already topped the singles chart, 
and one by the Four Tops, plus two full 
tracks and five snippets of incidental 
music by Anne Dudley to let you feel 
you’re buying more than just replace- 
ment copies of songs you already have. 
On the other hand, who would want 
a record by an Elvis impersonator? 
Heartbreak Hotel is RCA’s latest ex- 
cuse to repackage old Presley songs. 
There are five of his originals plus three 
remakes by David Keith, who played 
him in the film, two unrelated oldies and 
an undistinguished lite metal song by co- 
star Charlie Schlatter and his teen band. 
There’s no reason to buy this one. 
Beaches (Atlantic) is the new Bette 
Midler album, neither her best nor 
worst. With one instrumental track by 


Georges Delerue for filler (better they 
should have used ‘‘Perfect Isn’t Easy”’ 
from Oliver & Company), Midler sings 
nine songs. ‘‘Otto Titsling’’ and ‘“‘Oh 
Industry,’’ production numbers in the 
film, will sound totally bizarre if you 
haven’t seen it. None of the songs were 
written for the movie, but the un- 
familiar ‘‘Wind beneath My Wings’”’ is 
the vocalist’s best record since ‘‘The 
Rose’’; and ‘‘Baby Mine,”’ the lullaby 
from Dumbo that’s heard only in- 
strumentally in Beaches, is given a ren- 
dition by new-mother Midler that is 
superior to the current versions by Bar- 
bara Cook on her lightweight The 
Disney Album (MCA) and Bonnie 
Raitt on Hal Willner’s superb all-star 
Disney disc, Stay A wake (A&M). 

The Land before Time (MCA) has 
one of the year’s best orchestral scores, 
by James Horner. The movie’s just for 
kids, but this suite of music is grown-up 
stuff, interrupted only by Diana Ross’s 
mediocre ballad, ‘‘If We Hold on 
Together,’’ which was probably tacked 
onto the closing credits as commercial 
insurance. Just ignore the song; it’s no 
“Somewhere out There.’’ 

Finally, if you’ve not only kept but 
still listen to your old Ravi Shankar 
albums, you may appreciate the new 
Indian music from Salaam Bombay! 
There are no ragas and the main theme 
is actually hummable, but L. Subra- 
maniam’s score makes few concessions 
to Western ears. You won’t say “‘I 
don’t like Indian music, but. . .”’ 
when you hear this one. a

Working Girl 

Are you bright, street-smart 
and ambitious? Do you have a 
lowly job in a New York 
brokerage company and 
dream of becoming a broker? 
But are your bosses lecher- 
ous, your pay low, your life just 
one lap after another across 
the secretarial pool? Ah, your 
real problem is you don't have 
Serious Hair. That's how Mela- 
nie Griffith takes stock of her 
situation, so she cuts hers, 
takes the bull by the horns by 
getting herself fired, then 
bears down on duplicitous, 


piranha-souled Sigourney 
Weaver. This apparent help- 
meet sells her short at every 
turn, and when Griffith corners 
the market on Weaver's long- 
term love interest Harrison 
Ford, the female merger disin- 
tegrates utterly.

The Accidental Tour- 

ist and Dangerous 

Liaisons in New York 
and Los Angeles in December so they’d 
be fresh in the minds of critics doling out 
year-end honors, not to mention Aca- 
demy Award voters. Now it’s opening 
them around the country to snare view- 
ers whose interest in the other year-end 
releases has peaked. 

The first part of the strategy worked, 
as the New York Film Critics Circle 
named Tourist best picture of the year 
while the National Board of Review 
listed Liaisons as second-best. Had 
they come out six months earlier I 
doubt either would have been as fondly 
remembered, but neither is without 
merit. 

The Accidental Tourist stars William 
Hurt as Macon Leary, a writer of 
guides for businesspeople who hate to 
travel: ‘‘While armchair travelers 
dream of going places, traveling arm- 
chairs dream of staying put.’’ He tells 
them how to live as if they were back 
home, no matter where in the world 
they go. His wife Sarah (Kathleen 
Turner) accuses him of applying the 
same philosophy to living. Indeed, 
Macon doesn’t like movies, he says, 
because ‘‘they make everything seem so 
close-up.” 

Their 12-year-old son was the victim 
of a senseless shooting a year before 
and Macon, never a gregarious per- 
son, has become even more with- 
drawn. Sarah tells him, ‘““You know I love 


you, but I can’t live with you anymore. 

She moves out and Macon moves in 
with his unmarried sister (Amy Wright) 
and their brothers (David Ogden Stiers 
and Ed Begley Jr.), a pleasantly nitwit- 
ted family that, paradoxically, ‘thas a 
problem with directions.” 

Macon’s re-entry into society is 
eased by Muriel (Geena Davis), a dog 
trainer who pursues him aggressively 
when he goes to see her about boarding 
his pet. She pries him out of his shell 
and soon he’s happy as a clam — or 
thinks he is, until Sarah decides she 
wants him back. 

Hurt is incredibly credible as one of 
the most irritating protagonists ever 
created. What’s difficult to believe is 
that women would be fighting over him 
rather than running for the exit. Turner 
is virtually gone for half the film after 
her opening scene. She does a nice job 
in such an uncharacteristically low-key 
way she’s not missed as she would have 
been in almost any of her other films 
where she was more dominant. Davis 
offers a neat variation on her usual 
perky kook, but her apparent despera- 
tion is as hard to understand as her im- 
mediate attraction to Hurt. Amy 
Wright, one of my favorite underap- 
preciated actresses, may finally get 
some attention for her touchingly fun- 
ny portrayal of the maternal sister 
who’s so compulsive she files food 
alphabetically on the shelves. 

There are some useful travel tips 
mixed in, but I was skeptical after the 
opening scene where Macon, while 
talking about traveling light, is shown 
packing a thick hardcover book instead 
of a paperback. Also, his dig at Atlan- 
ta’s Hartsfield International Airport is 
obsolete by a few years, since a shuttle 
has supplanted its ‘‘ten miles of cor- 
ridors.”’ 

I’ve been surprised at how many 
people claim to have read Anne Tyler’s 
novel on which the film was based. Ap- 





parently the screenplay by Frank Galati 
and director Lawrence Kasdan doesn’t 
capture all the book’s humor. That’s 
too bad, because the movie is at its best 
whenit’s wryly quirky. Whenit gets too 
serious it tends to fall flat, though it re- 
tains some emotional power. 

The Accidental Tourist is worth see- 
ing on purpose for its many good quali- 
ties; but my East Coast colleagues to 
the contrary, I was disappointed to see 
it flirt with greatness on so many levels 
without ever scoring. 


wicked are punished at the end of 

Dangerous Liaisons, but not 
before they’ve had a good run of it and 
shown us a joyously amoral time. Set in 
France in the days before the French, 
let alone the sexual revolution, it pairs 
Glenn Close and John Malkovich as 
despoilers of innocence for whom each 
was once among the other’s conquests. 

Stephen Frears does his best direct- 
ing to date in this change of pace from 
his up-to-the-minute contemporary 
dramas, My Beautiful Laundrette and 
Sammy and Rosie Get Laid. Lacking 
the budget to go all-out for visual spec- 
tacle, he’s created a brilliant chamber 
piece filmed at beautiful old chateaux. 
It’s based on Christopher Hampton’s 
recent stage success from Choderlos de 
Laclos’ 18th-century novel, Les Liai- 
sons Dangereuses, and Warners loses 
points for thinking the audience for this 
film would be turned off by a French ti- 
tle. (I’ve got friends who can’t pro- 
nounce “‘liaisons’’ in either language, 
but they’re still planning to see it.) 

From our own age when neither 
women’s virtue nor men’s violation of 
it is as esteemed in its respective circle as 
it once was, we are plunged into a 
bygone day and made party to the sex- 
ual intrigues of the Marquise de Mer- 
teuil (Glenn Close), ‘‘a virtuoso of 
deceit’? who was ‘‘born to dominate 
[the male] sex and avenge [her] own,”’ 
and the Vicomte de Valmont (John 
Malkovich), who ‘‘never opens his 
mouth without first calculating what 
damage he can do.”’ 

Merteuil is seeking revenge on a 
former lover who is about to marry re- 
cent convent graduate Uma Thurman. 
She wants Valmont to make sure the 
man doesn’t get a virgin bride. “‘It’s too 
easy,’’ Valmont protests, having his 
own sights set on Michelle Pfeiffer, a 
faithful wife whose husband is away. 
“I want the excitement of watching her 
betray everything that’s important to 
her,’’ he says, while Merteuil replies 
that she prefers cruelty to betrayal. 

Without too much urging, other 
than the promise of a night’s rematch 
with Merteuil as a reward, Valmont de- 
cides he can handle both challenges; 
and he does, but even in those days the 
course of untrue love didn’t always run 
smooth. Valmont’s previously un- 
tapped ability to fall in love proves his 
Achilles heel. 

Close makes her character delicious- 
ly evil. Malkovich has a more difficult 
job persuading us the women of any 
century find him irresistible, but I don’t 
understand Warren Beatty’s appeal 
either (not to mention William Hurt 
again). Being a less languid version of 
Donald Sutherland as Fellini’s 
Casanova, Malkovich makes us sus- 
pend our disbelief, but within accept- 
able limits. My only real problem was in 
the scene where he beds Thurman; 
when seduction turns momentarily to 
rape, it ceases to be fun. 

George Fenton’s music goes for Bar- 
oque with the most delightful pastiche 
since John Addison’s score for Tom 
Jones. It earns some laughs of its own, 
and aids Malkovich in his seductions by 
turning mock-romantic at the right 
moments. 

In a less moral age we would have 
been left to take home the message, 
“Virtue is its own punishment.’’ But 
this is 1989, when the guilty only go un- 
punished in politics, not romance. A 
small price to pay for the multitudinous 
pleasures of Dangerous Liaisons.

N TIME FLIES When You're 

Alive, Paul Linke ambles onstage 

at Life on the Water, plumps into 

a chair and introduces himself 

with the warm familiarity of a 
friend-of-a-friend. Then, for the next 
hour and a half, he gives an intimate, 
blow-by-blow account of his wife’s 
fatal bout with breast cancer. 

In Almost Asleep, an autobiographi- 
cal performance piece by Julie Hebert, 
five actresses embody various aspects 
of a young woman’s psyche — a young 
woman who was raped at knife-point 
years before. In due course we will 
learn about the gritty details of that 
rape, and about the aftershocks of fear, 
denial and rage it triggered. 

These performances are unflinching 
looks at tough subjects, by artists who 
don’t make any pretense of being ‘‘ob- 
jective.’’ Linke did lose his young wife 
to cancer in 1986; Julie Hebert actually 
was raped. By telling us ‘‘This is me, 
this is the way it happened,”’ both art- 
ists are working the risky middle 
ground between theater and therapy, 
cathexis and catharsis, personal confes- 
sion and public consciousness-raising. 

Time Flies When You’re Alive is so 
personal that to review it feels a bit like 
reviewing Linke’s life. A bulky, in- 
gratiating performer best known as a 
“third banana”’ in the TV series CHPS, 
Linke doesn’t pussyfoot around in his 
real-life tale of love and grief, birth and 
death. He pours it all out in a fervent 
rush, and doesn’t spare us (or himself) 
any of the heartbreaking details. 


But though he is astonishingly can- 
did, Linke is careful not to paint an en- 
tirely bleak picture. There is much 
humor here, and many allusions to 
love, hope, renewal. He starts off with 
a tender glance back at meeting and 
courting Francesca (nicknamed 
“‘Chex’’) during the late ’60s, and gives 
ahilariously gritty account of the home 
birth of their first son. Before we hear 
about his wife’s illness, we get a quick 
sketch of her in the prime of her prime: 
a vital young woman with a countercul- 
tural bent, a love for gardening, a free- 
floating spirituality. 

These personality clues are impor- 
tant, because Linke wants us to under- 
stand (he seems to need us to unders- 
tand) why Chex ignored the lump in her 
breast for months, and why, once cancer 
was diagnosed, she chose to pursue a 
range of ‘‘wholistic’’ treatments rather 
than conventional chemotherapy. In his 
blunt meditation on ‘‘To chemo or not 
to chemo,’’ Linke gets to the heart of the 
message he wants to deliver here: that 
each person must be allowed to make 
their own choices in matters of birth and 
death — even if loved ones and doctors 
don’t agree with those choices. What the 
rest of us can do, he suggests, is stand by 
with as much love and support as we can 
muster. 

Not that it’s easy. Linke reports on 
the desperate trips to Tijuana clinics for 
alternative cures, the extreme diets, the 
perplexing encounters with healers. He 
details the physical ravages of the 
disease. He outlines his own stages of 
fear and grief, the mounting confusion 
of his two young sons and the family’s 
eventual coming to terms with the in- 
evitable. He conveys the astonishment 
and wonder of Chex’s surprise preg- 
nancy during the late stages of her 
cancer, and the subsequent birth of 
their daughter Rose. And he describes 
in detail Chex’s death at home, right up 
to his loving exhortations to “‘let it go, 
ease into it, move toward the light.”” 

Beware that this is heavy sledding. 
Linke’s show will probably rekindle un- 


comfortable memories for anyone who 
has had cancer, or been close to some- 
one with it. The seriously squeamish 
may want to give it a miss, while ra- 
tionalists may be turned off by Linke’s 
full-bore sincerity and penchant for 
human-potential-movement jargon. 
Even if you’re with him all the way, 
there are moments when you may well 
wonder, ‘‘Why is the guy putting him- 
self through this night after night? Why, 
three years after his wife’s death, does he 
need to keep on reliving it in public?”’ 
A very cynical person could take it 
for emotional exhibitionism. To the 
rest of us, Linke’s show seems like an 
act of courage and generosity in a 
culture where human mortality still 
doesn’t compute. Time Flies When 
You’re Alive exhorts us to live life to 
the fullest. It’s a walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death with a 
compassionate and knowing guide. 


ULIE HEBERT’S Almost Asleep 
also ends on the high road of affir- 
mation. But her route takes you over 
some very rough terrain, and it’s a trip 
some folks will have a hard time making. 

To show how long and complex the 
healing process can be after a rape, 
Hebert subdivides a woman character 
named Linda into five conflicting per- 
sonas. The Sleeper (Mary Forcade) 
supresses all memory of the rape. The 
Fool (Deborah Slater) feigns ignorance 
about it. The Chatterer (Gina Leishman) 
knows something is wrong but can’t get 
to it. The Warrior (Lynn Odell) stays 
enraged. It is left to the Dreamer 
(Esther Scott) to lead the shattered self 
back to wholeness. 

The script’s fragmented choral dia- 
logue and John Mayne’s plundered- 
mattresses scene design seem, at first, 
too patently arty. But as the piece pro- 
gresses, you comprehend why Hebert 
needed to work in such a form. The in- 
terplay of voices and temperaments in 
this abstract bedroom-of-the-psyche 
replicates the emotional cacophony 
after arape. And five women in concert 
can say what one woman can’t. 

Almost Asleep works on you like a 
convoluted dream: It’s densely tex- 
tured, sometimes disturbing and not 
easily described after you come out of 
it. Suffice it to say that we do get, in 
shards and splinters, the ugly specifics 
of the rape itself. The attendant fear 
and self-depreciation are also made 
palpable. And eventually the piece 
crescendos to an unusually undiluted 
expression of women’s rage. When one 
of the selves finally shouts, ‘‘I hate 
men!’’ and the others chime right in, 
men in the audience may have an urge 
to crawl under their seats. 

The unleashed anger and the central 
image of an internalized sisterhood 
bring to mind early feminist perfor- 
mance pieces from the 1970s. But 
Hebert seems more interested in the 
psychological than social implications of 
rape; she clearly wants to show us that 
Linda, as her surrogate, can heal inside. 
Toward the end she gives Mary Forcade 
a beautiful monologue about distin- 
guishing between the men who raped her 
and the men she loves. The final phase 
of healing occurs, she suggests, when 
Linda reclaims her own sexuality. 

As with Paul Linke’s show, Almost 
Asleep is difficult to judge on strictly 
artistic terms. While schematic, the 
show contains many moments of wit 
and insight, and her five-woman cast 
squanders none of them. (Though each 
actress plays in one key, the harmonic 
blend stays remarkably interesting.) 

But again, the impulse here is not en- 
tirely an aesthetic one; the material is 
too intimate, too baldly revealing, too 
confrontive for that. It’s hard to im- 
agine anyone else but Hebert directing 
Almost Asleep, just as it’s impossible 
to envision anyone but Linke perform- 
ing Time Flies When You’re Alive. 
Both are inviting their audiences along 
on a very personal journey. How you 
react will depend a lot on where your 
own journey is taking you. S

OR MORE THAN two hours 

at Slim’s last Thursday night, 

guitarist Raymond Kane, his 

students and relatives shared 

a small slice of the Hawaii 
that is not a wholly owned subsidiary 
of Dole Pineapple, C&H Sugar and 
Hilton Hotels. The United States may 
have agribizzed and touristed the 
islands into a plantation of corporate 
farms and beachside resorts, but signi- 
ficant traces of indigenous culture are 
preserved in the fingers and voice of 
Kane, one of the last masters of the 
graceful Hawaiian guitar style known 
as slack key. 

For Kane’s rare Bay Area appear- 
ance, Slim’s was packed with a crowd 
quite different from the usual SOMA 
hipsters and R&B boomers. Guitar 
freaks, ethnic music fans and KPFA 
radio listeners (who heard Kane inter- 
viewed by Henry Kaiser last week) sat 
attentively as Kane told stories and 
played elegantly during two low-key 
sets. Before the show began, asif to em- 
phasize the contrast between trav- 
elogue hype and authentic culture, 
Henry Kaiser played traditional 
Hawaiian records while running acom- 
mercial vacation video focusing on surf- 
ing, tourist luaus and skimpy bikinis. 
He even sneaked in a few snippets of 
Elvis Presley’s Blue Hawaii. 

Before Kane appeared, his former 
student Ken Emerson played nearly an 
hour of acoustic lap steel guitar, accom- 
panied by his brother Phil. Playing 
mostly with a slide, Emerson revived a 
variety of old Hawaiian songs and a few 
Bix Beiderbecke jazz pieces that had 
been adapted by the great Sol Hoopii in 
the 1920s or 30s. He doesn’t get as fulla 
sound out of his National guitar as does 





fellow steel player Bob Brozman, or 
display the versatility of the better- 
known Ry Cooder and David Lindley, 
but Emerson does an admirable job 
of preserving the tradition that runs 
from the steel guitar of Sol Hoopii, 
King Benny Nawahi, Billy Hew Len 
and others through the slack key 
of Gabby Pahinui, Atta Isaacs and 
Raymond Kane. 

“People ask me what is slack key gui- 
tar,’’ Kane said after playing his first 
tune, ‘“Wai O Ke Aniani.’’ ‘‘And I tell 
them, you slack the keys, that’s it!’’ 
After a hearty burst of laughter, the 
63-year-old native of Kauai further ex- 
plained how ‘‘Mexican cowboys from 
San Diego”’ had brought the guitar to 
Hawaii in the 19th century and how the 
Hawaiians slacked or tuned down the 
strings to accommodate their own lower 
vocal range. Gradually the islanders 
developed a unique fingerpicking style 
involving steady bass figures, ‘“hammer- 
on’’ techniques, intricate melodic pat- 
terns and ringing harmonics. 

Kane first heard slack key guitar 
(‘‘ki ho’alu’’) among the fisherman of 
Oahu and started playing when he was 
nine. He spent time in the U.S. Army 
(and was stationed in Oakland for 
awhile) and worked as a welder after his 
discharge. His old-fashioned style 
wasn’t rediscovered until the 1970s as 
young Hawaiians began investigating 
their native history. In addition to tak- 
ing on guitar students who wanted to 
learn the traditional styles, Kane has 
been recorded (on Rounder Records) 
by Robert Mugge for the 1987 docu- 
mentary film Hawaiian Rainbow and 
has been honored by the National En- 
dowment for the Arts with a Heritage 
Fellowship Award. His Bay Area visit 
was planned so he could record two 
new albums for pianist George 
Winston’s Dancing Cat label. 

Several years ago, Kane fell seriously 
ill and was diagnosed as having asbestos 
poisoning and emphysema. He seemed 


a little tired last Thursday night — his 
gutteral Hawaiian vocals lacked some 
of their usual verve and power and he 
played only 35 minutes before taking a 
break. But his playing was rhythmically 
sure and amazingly smooth and deli- 
cate. He explained that ‘‘Wai O Ke 
Aniani,’’ which he learned from the 
late Gabby Pahinui, is about the 
flowers of each Hawaiian island but 
reminds him of the light beginning to 
move across the breeze-rippled waters 
at 5 am. Another tune derived from 
the sight of waterfall spray across a sin- 
gle blossom. With breathtaking ease 
and precision, he repeatedly recreated 
those visual images in sound, whether 
playing ‘‘East Side, West Side,’’ 
““Home Sweet Home,’’ ‘‘La Paloma’ 
(which he learned from his grand- 
father, Tutu Kauhai) or his own 
“Punahele.”’ 

When he returned to the stage, Kane 
brought on Ken and Phil Emerson who 
largely faked their way through several 
songs behind the master. He joked 
about flat notes, declared that “‘as long 
as you play slack key you are the best’’ 
and explained that-the secret is to play 
five, six or seven runs in one song and 
just mix them up, “‘try toconfusethem a 
little bit, chop suey style.’” Around mid- 
night he invited his ukelele-playing 


cousin Hollis to the stage and the final ~ 


half hour became a family celebration. 
They played ‘‘On the Beach at Waikiki” 
by their uncle, Andy Cummings; Hollis 
and his wife sang the ‘‘original’’ 
Hawaiian wedding song; and even after 
closing with the audience standing and 
holding hands in a collective ‘‘aloha,”’ 
another young relative took over Kane’s 
guitar and sang in a gorgeous falsetto, 
stopping in mid-song to chide the light 
man and confess to having drunk a half- 
case of beer. The ad hoc reunion was 
anti-climactic but served as a warm 
reminder that this was genuine grass- 
roots culture, not Hawaii Five-O or a 
Don Ho lounge act. a

James Williams 
Quartet 


At the close of the 1970s, as 
straight-ahead, bop-rooted, 
acoustic jazz was making its 
comeback, James Williams held 
down the piano bench in the 
music’s most heralded traveling 
university, Art Blakey and the 
Jazz Messengers. Like his band- 
mate from that period, trumpeter 
Wynton Marsalis, Memphis 
native Williams has gone on toa 
solo career, with less fanfare, 
perhaps, but with just as much 
creativity and integrity. His 
recordings for the Concord, 
Sunnyside and EmArcy labels — 
including the new Magical Trio 2 
with Ray Brown and Elvin Jones 
— reveal a pianist with deep 
roots, a fine sense of composi- 
tion and a marvelous improvisa- 
tional touch, combining roman- 
ticism with hard-bop muscular- 
ity. His current quartet features 
bassist Richard Reid, drummer 
Tony Reedus and former Miles 
Davis and Mahavishnu saxo- 
phonist Bill Evans.
